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Age,  Sex,  Race,  and  Spanish  Origin  of  the  Population 
by  Regions,  Divisions,  and  States:  1980 


According  to  early  tabulations  of  the 
1980  census  counts,  the  median  age  of 
the  population  of  the  United  States  had 
increased  to  30  years  from  28  years  in 
1970.  This  increase  was  a  result  of  declin- 
ing fertility,  aging  of  the  "baby  boom" 
cohorts,  and  increasing  longevity  of  the 
population.  Less  than  one-quarter  (22.6 
percent)  of  the  population  was  under  15 
years  of  age  and  11.3  percent  was  65 
years  old  and  over  in  1980.  Nineteen 
States  and  the  District  of  Columbia  had 
populations  with  a  median  age  equal  to  or 
greater  than  the  U.S.  average.  Of  these 
States,  Florida  had  the  highest  median 
age,  34.7  years,  reflecting  the  continued 
inmigration  of  older  adults.  The  other 
States  showing  high  median  ages  were 
concentrated  in  the  Northeast:  New 
Jersey  (32.2  years),  Pennsylvania  (32.1 
years),  Connecticut  (32.0  years),  New 
York  (31.9  years),  Rhode  Island  (31.8 
years),  and  Massachusetts  (31.2  years). 
The  lowest  median  age,  24.2  years,  was 
recorded  for  Utah.  Other  States  with  low 
median  ages  were  Alaska  (26.1  years), 
Wyoming  (27.1  years).  New  Mexico  and 
Louisiana  (27.4  years),  Idaho  (27.6 
years),  and  Mississippi  (27.7  years). 

In  1980,  83.2  percent  of  the  U.S. 
population  reported  their  race  as  White. 
Blacks  made  up  11.7  percent  of  the 
population;  Asian  and  Pacific  Islanders 
equaled    1.5  percent;   American    Indians, 
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Eskimos,  and  Aleuts  combined  comprised 
0.6  percent;  and  all  others  added  up  to  3.0 
percent.  About  53  percent  of  the  26 
million  Blacks  lived  in  the  South,  despite 
many  decades  of  migration  to  the  North 
and  West.  Studies  based  on  the  Current 
Population  Surveys  indicate  that  inmigra- 
tion of  Blacks  to  the  South  during  the 
1970's  appears  to  have  been  nearly  equal 
to  the  outmigration  of  Blacks  from  that 
area  during  the  same  period.  Blacks  con- 
stituted more  than  one-fifth  of  the  popu- 
lation in  seven  States— Mississippi  (35.3 
percent),  South  Carolina  (30.4  percent), 
Louisiana  (29.4  percent),  Georgia  (26.8 
percent),  Alabama  (25.6  percent), 
Maryland  (22.7  percent),  and  North 
Carolina  (22.4  percent).  In  the  District  of 
Columbia,  70.3  percent  of  the  population 
was  Black.  About  half  (50.7  percent)  of 
the  1.4  million  American  Indians, 
Eskimos,  and  Aleuts  lived  in  the  West. 
They  represented  16  percent  of  the  popu- 
lation of  Alaska  and  4  to  8  percent  of  the 
populations  of  New  Mexico,  South 
Dakota,  Oklahoma,  Arizona,  and 
Montana.  Almost  60  percent  of  the  3.5 
million  Asian  and  Pacific  Islanders  were 
located  in  the  Pacific  division,  notably 
Hawaii.  They  comprised  60.5  percent  of 
the  population  of  Hawaii  and  5.3  percent 
of  California's  population,  but  were  less 
than  2  percent  of  every  other  State's 
population    except   Alaska    (2.0  percent) 


and  Washington  (2.5  percent). 

In  1980,  6.4  percent  of  the  population 
reported  that  they  were  of  Spanish  origin. 
More  than  60  percent  of  the  14.6  million 
Spanish  origin  population  resided  in  three 
States:  California,  Texas,  and  New  York. 
Spanish  origin  persons  comprised  more 
than  10  percent  of  the  total  population 
for  five  States— New  Mexico  (36.6  per- 
cent), Texas  (21.0  percent),  California 
(19.2  percent),  Arizona  (16.2  percent), 
and  Colorado  (1 1.7  percent). 

For  the  country  as  a  whole  in  1980, 
there  were  substantial  differences  in  the 
age  composition  of  different  racial  groups 
and  persons  of  Spanish  origin.  The  White 
population  was  the  oldest,  with  21.3 
percent  under  15  years  of  age  and  12.2 
percent  65  years  old  and  over.  A  much 
younger  group  was  the  Spanish  origin 
population,  among  which  32.0  percent 
were  under  15  years  of  age  and  only  4.9 
percent  were  65  years  old  and  over. 
Among  Blacks,  28.7  percent  were  under 
15  years  and  7.9  percent  were  65  and 
over.  These  differences  are  more  clearly 
reflected  in  the  median  age  of  31.3  years 
for  the  White  population  compared  to 
24.9  years  and  23.2  years  for  Blacks  and 
persons  of  Spanish  origin,  respectively. 
The  median  age  of  American  Indians, 
Eskimos,  and  Aleuts  combined  was  23.0 
years  and  that  for  Asian  and  Pacific 
Islanders  was  28.6  years. 
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Definitions  and  Explanations 


Age.  The  age  classification  is  based  on  the 
age  of  the  person  in  completed  years  as  of 
April  1,  1980,  and  was  determined  from 
the  response  to  questions  on  age  at  last 
birthday,  and  month  and  year  of  birth. 
The  median  age  divides  the  age  distri- 
bution into  two  equal  parts,  with  one-half 
of  the  persons  below  the  median  age  and 
one-half  above  the  median  age.  The 
median  ages  presented  here  are  computed 
from  data  for  5-year  age  groups. 

Race.  Counts  of  the  population  by  race  as 
well  as  Spanish  origin  in  this  report  are 
provisional.  Final  counts  for  race  as  well 
as  Spanish  origin  will  be  determined  after 
the  sample  data  have  been  processed.  The 
sample  counts  will  first  appear  in  Char- 
acteristics of  the  Population,  General 
Social  and  Economic  Characteristics, 
PC80-1-C  reports. 

Information  on  race  was  obtained 
through  self-identification;  therefore,  the 
data  represent  self-classification  by 
people  according  to  the  race  with  which 
they  identify  themselves.  Population 
counts  in  this  report  are  shown  for  five 
racial  groups:  White;  Black;  American 
Indian,  Eskimo,  and  Aleut;  Asian  and 
Pacific  Islander;  and  other. 

The  category  "White"  includes  persons 
who  indicated  their  race  as  White,  as  well 
as  persons  who  did  not  classify  them- 
selves in  one  of  the  specific  race  cate- 
gories listed  on  the  questionnaire  but 
entered  a  response  suggesting  an  origin 
such  as  Canadian,  German,  Italian, 
Lebanese,  or  Polish.  (In  the  1980  census, 
persons  who  did  not  classify  themselves 
in  one  of  the  specific  race  categories  but 
reported  entries  such  as  Cuban,  Puerto 
Rican,  Mexican,  or  Dominican  were  in- 
cluded in  the  "other"  races  category;  in 
the  1970  census,  most  of  these  persons 
were  included  in  the  "White"  category.) 

The  category  "Black"  includes  persons 
who  indicated  their  race  as  Black  or 
Negro,  as  well  as  persons  who  did  not 
classify  themselves  in  one  of  the  specific 
race  categories  listed  on  the  questionnaire 
but  reported  entries  such  as  Jamaican, 
Black  Puerto  Rican,  West  Indian,  Haitian, 
or  Nigerian. 


The  category  "American  Indian, 
Eskimo,  and  Aleut"  includes  persons  who 
classified  themselves  as  such  in  one  of  the 
specific  race  categories.  In  addition, 
persons  who  did  not  report  themselves  in 
one  of  the  specific  race  categories  but 
reported  the  name  of  an  Indian  tribe  were 
classified  as  American  Indian. 

The  category  "Asian  and  Pacific 
fslander"  includes  persons  who  indicated 
their  race  as  Japanese,  Chinese,  Filipino, 
Korean,  Asian  Indian,  Vietnamese, 
Hawaiian,  Guamanian,  or  Samoan. 
Persons  who  did  not  classify  themselves 
in  one  of  the  specific  race  categories  but 
reported  entries  indicating  one  of  the 
nine  categories  listed  above  were  classi- 
fied accordingly.  For  example,  reported 
entries  of  Nipponese  and  Japanese 
American  were  classified  as  Japanese; 
entries  of  Taiwanese  and  Cantonese  as 
Chinese,  etc. 

Spanish  origin.  As  noted  above,  counts  of 
the  population  by  Spanish  origin  in  this 
report  are  provisional.  Final  counts  for 
Spanish  origin  will  be  determined  after 
the  sample  data  have  been  processed.  The 
sample  counts  will  first  appear  in  the 
PC80-1-C  reports. 

Persons  of  Spanish  origin  or  descent 
are  those  who  classified  themselves  in  one 
of  the  specific  Spanish  origin  categories 
listed  on  the  questionnaire— Mexican, 
Puerto  Rican,  or  Cuban— as  well  as  those 
who  indicated  that  they  were  of  other 
Spanish/Hispanic  origin.  Persons  report- 
ing "other  Spanish/Hispanic"  origin  are 
those  whose  origins  are  from  Spain  or  the 
Spanish-speaking  countries  of  Central  or 
South  America,  or  they  are  Spanish  origin 
persons  identifying  themselves  generally 
as  Spanish,  Spanish  American,  Hispano, 
Latino,  etc.  Origin  or  descent  can  be 
viewed  as  the  ancestry,  nationality  group, 
lineage,  or  country  in  which  the  person  or 
person's  parents  or  ancestors  were  born 
before  their  arrival  in  the  United  States. 
Persons  of  Spanish  origin  may  be  of  any 
race. 

Comparability  of  race  and  Spanish  origin 
data  with  1970  census  data.  The  1980 
figures    for    some    race    groups    are   not 


strictly  consistent  with  1970  totals  be- 
cause of  significant  changes  in  the  way 
persons  of  Spanish  origin  reported  their 
race.  In  1970,  persons  who  marked 
"other"  and  wrote  in  a  Spanish  designa- 
tion such  as  Mexican,  Venezuelan, 
Latino,  etc.,  were  classified  as  "White." 
In  1980,  such  persons  were  not  reclassi- 
fied but  remained  in  the  "other"  races 
category.  As  a  consequence  oHhis  change 
and  the  differences  in  reporting  by  this 
population,  the  proportion  of  the  Spanish 
origin  population  classified  as  "other" 
increased  considerably  between  1970  and 
1980.  Nationally,  in  1970,  only  1  percent 
of  the  Spanish  origin  persons  were  classi- 
fied as  "other"  race  and  93  percent  as 
"White"  in  census  reports.  In  1980,  a 
much  larger  proportion,  40  percent,  of 
Spanish  origin  persons  reported  their  race 
as  "other"  and  only  56  percent  reported 
"White". 

The  1980  count  for  Asians  and  Pacific 
Islanders  reflects  a  high  level  of  immi- 
gration during  the  1970's,  as  well  as  a 
number  of  changes  in  census  procedures. 
The  categories  of  Asian  and  Pacific 
Islander  groups  provided  on  the  1980 
questionnaire  were  expanded  over  those 
in  1970  to  include  four  additional 
groups-Asian  Indian,  Vietnamese, 
Guamanian,  and  Samoan.  Asian  Indians 
were  classified  as  "White"  in  1970  but 
were  included  in  the  "Asian  and  Pacific 
Islander"  category  in  1980. 

Other  1980  census  reports.  Provisional 
data  by  race  and  Spanish  origin  from  the 
100-percent  census  tabulations  are  being 
published  in  individual  State  reports  in 
Advance  Reports,  PHC80-V,  for  substate 
areas  such  as  counties  and  cities.  Data  by 
age  and  sex  for  these  areas  together  with 
greater  age  detail  at  the  State  level  will 
appear  in  reports  for  each  State  in  the 
series,  PC80-1-B,  Characteristics  of  the 
Population,  General  Population  Char- 
acteristics, tentatively  scheduled  for 
publication  on  a  State-by-State  basis 
beginning  in  the  fall  of  1981.  Data  for 
census  tracts  and  governmental  units  as 
well  as  limited  data  for  blocks  will  appear 
in  separate  census  report  series.
